ROME, May 14, 6:20 p.m. (via 
Paris, May 15.)—-News that King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel! will not accept Premier 
Salandra's resignation and that Salan- 
dra and Baron Sonnino, the Foreign 
Minister, will remain in power, is 
spreading like wildfire. thro

All the people seem satisfied at so 
quick a solution of the cfisis, it be- 
ing belleved that otherwise serious 
trouble was inevitable. It was as- 
serted that the population had de- 
termined that tonight would net pass 
without such a demonstration of vio- 
lence as would reniler the will of the 
people supreme. The whole city was 
in a state of ebullition. The shops 
were closed, flags were hoisted at half- 
mast as a sign of protest against the 
government's action, and the theaters 


had been requested to suspend their 
performances, except the Constanzi 
Theater, where a play was given in 
honor of Gabriele d’Annunzio. The 
poet was present and made an address 
of anti-Austrian character. 


GARRISON CALLED OUT. 


The entire garrison had  ~»been 
brought out to protect the most 
threatened points in the city, such as 
the streets where the Austrian and 
German embassies and consulates are 
situated, and the Villa Malta, the 
home of former Premier Giolitti. The 
city was divided into four military 
zones, and the keeping of order was 
entrusted to the military authorities. 
A riotous crowd during the day in- 
vaded the Piazza Monte Citorio, in 
which the Chamber of Deputies is lo- 
cated, and smashed windows and 
doors, and destroyed everything it 
came across. The rioters were about 
to enter the great hall of sittings, 
when trpops intervened. A few of the 
demonstrators were wounded. 
Members of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties who are followers of Signor Gio- 
litti made their escape from the build- 
ing, some of them leaving their hats 
behind. A venerable Garibaldian vet- 
eran harangued the crowd, declaring 
that Italy must either go to war or the 
people would bring about a revolu- 
tion. 

CIRCULARS DISTRIBUTED. 
During the day a circular was dis- 
tributed asking the people to form in 
procession and proceed to the Villa 
Ada, the residence of King Victor 
Emmanuel, and demonstrate their 
loyalty to the King, but also express 
their favor of Italy joining the war. 
These circulars caused the forming 
of processions of thousands of people, 
who, with flags and shouting enthusi- 
astically, marched toward the Villa 
Ada. On the way the demonstrators 
smashed all windows and destroyed 
the signs of German shops. One of 
the most prominent of the German 
business houses attacked was that of 
Loescher, the book seller. The po- 
lice, carabineers, Bersagliieri and in- 
fantry, and even cavalrymen and ar- 
tillerymen, charged the procession 
and closed the streets leading to the 
Villa Ada. The mob, however, pro- 
ceeded to force the closing of all Ger- 
man shops, placarding them with 
signs reading, “Closed as a national 
protest.”

GREAT CHANCE 
FOR AMERICA. 


Vanderkleed Says We may 
Control Drug Trade. 


Raw Market ts Available 
Right at Our Doors. 


Europe Would Gladly Take 
Our Entire Output. 


BERLIN, April 17.—The war af- 
fords America an opportunity to be- 
come the drug and chemical center of 
the world, in place of London and 
Amsterdam, if America but knows 
enough to grasp the advantage, in the 
opinion of Dr. «. E. Vanderkleed, 
chief chemist of a big Philadelphia 
manufacturing and biological chemi- 
cal concern, who has been touring 
Europe for several months. 

This possible leadership can come, 
however, only tn case American chem.-. 
ists develop the ability to make ayn- 
thetic chemicals, as Germany already 
has done, out of the raw and crude 
materials that come largely from 
South America and Central America, 
and that now, because of danger to 
shipping, are being sent in huge quan- 
tities to New York instead of Amster- 
dam and England. 

Once America achieves some of the 
highly specialized German ability 
\along this line, he believes she will 
be able to compete for all time with 
the rest of the world, and attract to 
herself the lion's share of the raw ma- 

60 close at hand. 
SERUMS SCARCE. 

Dr. Vanderkleed’s travels through 
Germany, Austria, Holland and Den- 
mark have shown him that there is 
& scarcity of serums in practically all 
of the countries at war. as well as 
& scarcity of some oplates. There is 
consequentiy a market here for every 
ounce that can be made in America 
and shipped over. 

Practicallv every laboratory in Eu- 
rope, he finds, is manufacturing to the 
ilimit of its capacity serums for tetanus, 
dysentery and spinal meningitis, 
three of the great war scourges. Each 
country, ,yhowever, is hampered by 
two things—the length of time that is 
necessary to produce serums of the

requisite strength, and a universal 
ishortage of the high-grade horses 
| used in the manufacture of the medi- 


cines. 
A comparatively small quantity of 
tetanus serum, when injected very 


soon after a soldier has been wounded 
in such a way that the dreaded lock- 
jaw is lable to set tn, will save him, 
says Dr. Vanderkleed. But in case 
there is delay in the injection—some- 
thing that frequently happens be- 
cause of the exigencies of 

it takes an infinitely greater amount of 
the medicine to offset the disease. And 
under the present circumstances and 
shortage, he believes, no country has 
a sufficient quantity on hand to be 
able to dose its patients with the 
necessary liberality when there has 
been great delay. \ 

In contrast to the shortage of se- 
rums Dr. Vanderkleed. finds that all 
the nations seem to be fairly well sup- 
plied with the necessary vaccines— 
which can be and are being prepared 
in great quantities, and in a com- 
paratively short time. 

WHAT ONE HORSE YIELDS. 

The time difference between mak- 
ing the serums and the vaccines is due 
to the essential difference tn the char- 


acteristics of the two medicines. The 
vaccine is but a quantity of the dead 
bacteria of a given disease which, 
when injected into the blood, causes 
no harm. but does stimulate the 
growth of live anti-bodies that ward 
off the disease if it comes. The serum, 
on the other hand, takes from three to 
six months in preparation, and con- 
sists of a quantity of live anti-bodies 
that have been painstakingly brought 
up to a standard strength. They are 
created by inoculeting sound and 
healthy horses with increasingly large 
doses of bacteria of a given disease 
The animal, less subject than any 
other to the disease, gradually and in- 
creasingly generates a powerful anti- 
toxin, and when in the proper state 
of health wtll eventually yield from 
three to four quarts of the serum. 

Germany and Austria, Dr. Vanderk- 
leed finds, manufacture great quanti- 
ties of typhoid vaccine, and Wave on 
hand plenty of vaccine for cholera, 
plague and other diseases to which the 
soldiers may be liable. Following the 
example of the United States, these 
countries have during the war intro- 
duced compulsory vaccination against 
typhoid in their armies. 

With the single possible exception 
of cocaine, Germany at least possesses 
all the opiates she needs. There are 
quantities of chioroform, ether, mor- 
phine and opium on hand. The co- 
caine is coming in from New York, 
which gets it in turn from South 
America. 

To some extent also there is a mar- 
ket here, Dr. Vanderkleed believes, 
for chemicals out of which can be 
made materials for combatting the in- 
sect pest that is such a factor in the 
East.

IS VERY PLENTY. 
BIG SUPPLY NOW ON HAND IN 


WAREHOUSES, LAST 
THREE YEARS. 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.! 

LONDON, April 30.—There is no 
occasion to fear a silortage in the 
supply of Turkish, or as it is now 
described on the Londen market, 
Macedonian tobacco. There is a stock 
of the tobacco now in warehouse suf- 
ficient to last for mearly three years, 
and moreover, it is stated, that there 
is every reason to expect a harvest 
this vear almost up to the normal. 

The real difficulty, it is said, is 
not the tobacco leaf, but the supply 
of paper. Cigarette paper comes 
from France, and the standard brands 
can now be obtained only with dif- 
ficulty. Spain and Italy are trying to 
produce a paper which will fill the 
bill. ‘ 

The Macedonian tobacco comes 
from Kavala, which was ceded to 
Greece after the late war, and the 
Greek government is so improving 
and extending the cultivation of the 
plant that the yield is already much 
better than it was under Turkish 
rule, it is said.

HAMBURG. April 30.—Statistics 
show that Hamburg, which almost 
alone among the large cities of Ger- 
many supplies itself with fruit and 
vegetables through a single, central 
market, at which producer meets 
wholesaler and goods change hands 
at officially regulated prices, is buy- 
ing leas than it did a year ago, though 
paying in February more than it did 
for more food in February, 1914. 

In February, 1914, 16,628 persons 
sold 16,600,000 kilograms cf food for 
2.600.000 marks. In the same month 
this yedr 13,532 persons sold but 13,- 
500,000 kilograms for 2,800,000 marks 
~—an increase of 200,000 marks for 
more than 3,000,000 ki less 
weight. The number 
dropped bv 900. 

In March, 1914, 16,164 s sold 
16,000,000 kilograms food fer 
2,800,000 marks. In the same mooth 
this vear 12,404 persons sold only 10.- 
500.000 kilograms for 2,200,000 
marks. The number of buyers dropped 
by over 6000. 

Food reaches the Hamburg central 
market by ship-—up and down the 
Elbe and the near-by canal—phy train 
and by wagon road. A comparison of 
the figures covering the number of 
freight cars to arrive during January. 
February and March, 1914, shows an 
increase from sixty-stx ip 1914 to 680 
in 1915. and a decrease in ships 
from 673 to 564. There was an even 
areater decrease In the number of 
producers who bring their wares tn 
by wagon, to counteract the increase 
in freight cars. 


SHELIS IN COFFEF FACTORY. 


Novel Use ts Being Made of Big 
Plants in Bremen and Other Cities 
by the Germans. 

BREMEN, April 30.—A coffee fac- 
tory in. which artillery sheils as well 
as coffee are being made, is to be seen 
in Bremen and in Buebeck ammun!- 


tion is manufactured in a ship-bulld- 
Ing plant and in a cannery In fact, 
in practically every factory where 
there ia the proper machinery, muni- 
tions of war are being made. Some of 
the plants conceal the work from the 
foreigners: others, however. are quite 
frank about it, and let visitors see 
some of the unimportant processes of 
construction, 

Aside from the manufacture of 
shells and automobiles in Bremen, 
business appears to have suffered con- 
siderably from thewar-—partivy  be- 
cause of the stoppageo f export trade 
and import trade by water, partly by 
the shortage of men. 

In Luebeck the correspondent was 
shown the shell-making tn a canning 
factory, Mut was told that the largest 
and most important establishment of 
that kind in the city was unfortunately 
closed, because the government was 
using it for the manufacture of some 
mysteroius substance. 

In Bremen business men evinced a

ANY EXILES | 
REACH FRANCE. 


EXPELLED FROM THEIR HOMES 
BY THE GERMANS. 


Their Kith and Kin Returned to 
Their Native Country by Way of 
Switzerland.

GENEVA, April 30,—Thirty-five 
tho: sand exiles from the occupied 
departments of the north of France 
have returned to their country by 
way of Switzerland during the past 
month, They are neither hostages nor 
civilian captives; they are expelled 
from their homes by the Germans And 


a printed circular handed to each 
adult at the frontier gives the Ger- 
— view of the expulsions as fol- 
ows: 

| “This is why Germany finds herself 
obliged to undertake the nsporta- 
tion of a part of the civillan popula- 
tion residing in oecuplied Wrench ter- 
ritory: France refuses categorically to 
send food to ite citizens.” 

In the last convoy that arrives at 
the Swiss frontier near Schaffhouse 
there were sevent-nine men from 55 
to 90 years old and 216 women and 
girls of all ages. There were also 
177 children, of whom fifty were un- 
der 4 years old, many of them in 
the hands of strangers, having been 
separated from all kith and _ “Xkin. 
Many of the others in the convoy 
were also remnants of families that 
have been separated by the mobiliza- 
tion or scattered by the invasion. 
Their pinched and worn faces tell the 
story of many trtals. 

The last train was forty-eight hours 
on the road and the exiles were all 
this time left to thelr own resources 
for refreshment. 

In different centers, these exiles re- 
port, the Germans are encouraging 
manufacturers to resume the operation 
of their work and are even repair- 
ing bombarded factories where re- 
pairs are possible. Where buildings 
have been entirely destroyed they are 
having estimates of the damages made 
by commissions of German engineers. 
It is supposed they intend the popu- 
lation to infer from this that the 
German government will indemnify 
owners of factories but no definite 
promises have been made,

MAKING OVER 
WRECKED MEN. 


Damaged Soldiers Patched up 
in German Hospital. 


Unusually Largé Nember 
Recover from Wounds. 


Baths of Mud, Hot Air, Sand, 
Light and'Electricity. 


[A. FOREIGN 

HAMBURG. May i2.—-Germany is 
patching up and mending her broken 
soldiers with remarkable speed at the 
new “Krankenhaus’ in Barmbeck, 
suburb of Hamburg. This great hos- 
pital, which covers several acres of 
ground, was completed early last fal! 
at a cost of many millions of marks, 
and has a capacity of 3000 beds. Nine 
hundred of them now contain soldiers. 

The most interesting part of the 
hospital is the orthopedic institute, 
where the soldiers are being mas- 
saged. and bathed. and exercised back 
into usefulness, either on the battle- 
fielé or in private life. A heretofore- 
unheard-of percentage does get back 
the use of paralyzed limbs and dam- 
aged functions. 

When the bullet. shrapnel! or shell! 
wound that put the soldier out of 
business has healed, léaves him die- 
abled in almost as great a variety of 
ways as there are wounds, and fre 
quently with greatly-impaired ability 
to walk or run. or to use his hands, 
arms and fingers. 

According to the nature of his dis- 
ability, therefore, he is first given a 
series of bathe—mud, sand, hot air, 
hot water, acid, light and electricity. 
He lies for hours tn a bathtub of rich, 
black, hot mud, or he sits in queer- 
looking receptacles while hot sand 
pours down onto him and makes his 
nerves ti 

He ts lowered on a chair by means 
of a pulley inte water as hot as any 
man can stand, and after a time, un- 
der the soothing, softening influence, 
he is able to move limbs that before 


were immobile. He sits with an arm 


in an acid bath or with electricity 
coursing through his system, until 
gradually he becomes more supple. 
Then he moves into a room filled 
with fantastic instruments, each de- 
signed to give play to some particular 
muscies. If it fs a leg that has gone 
out of commission he mounts a4 ma- 
chine not unlike a bicycle and pedals 
for hours, until at last he has Won 
back the use of his 
If a bullet has lessened the soldier's 
ability to breathe, he te suspended by 
straps under his arms, and slowly 
drawn upward. by a sort of holst, 
which facilitates his inhalations. He 
learns how to crook his knee, twist his 
wrist, raise his arm and turn his head. 
So prominent a part does the use 
of the vacuum play that there is a 
“vacuum room,” where the convales- 
cents sit. one with a vacuum on «@ 
part of his arm, pulling up the flegh 
about a wound, others with the ma- 
chines on their backs, their legs, on 
| aimost every part of their anatomy. 
There are countless patients with 
arms or legs that have stiffened in 
peculiar ways. One finds them, also. 
together in a big room, with odd- 
looking mechanical contrivances 
strapped to arms or legs—contrivances 
that can be tightened so as to bend 
the arm a fraction of a centimeter 
more at a time until joints have been 
coaxed back Into the habit of moving. 
As the patient lies on a bed with a 
wounded knee that must be raised, a 
wooden contrivance with screws, un- 
der his leg. performs the duty without 
the usual pain of such an operation.

Premier Salandra has convoked a 
council of ministers who are now 
meeting to make a decision relative 
to the crisis. 


The Tribuna, which is regarded ag 


the organ of former Premier Giollitti, 
says that undoubtedly the Cabinet 
did not take into consideraticn that 
it was able to command a majority 
in Parliament only on account of the 
support given by Signor Giolitti. 
Owing to this fact, the Tribuna as- 


serts, Signor Giolitti is entitled to be 


informed cf the progress of negotia- 
tions with the central empires. This 
newspaper expresses the hope that 
some agreement will be reached be- 
fore the reopening of Parliament, so 
that the members of that body may 
be able to give united support to the 
government. 

The belief is growing rapidly that 
there inevitably will be formed an- 
other Salandra Cabinet or at least a 
Cabinet which will fcllow the same 
foreign policy as the Salandra minis- 


try 

Dispatches from Milan say that se- 
rious rioting has broken out in that 
city over the present political situa- 
tion.

NTI-GERMAN 
LEAGUE FAILURE. 


{A r FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

LONDON, April 30.—The attempt to 
start a movement to keep up antago- 
nism to Germany after the war has 
failed to make any headway or even 
to interest the British public. There 
are two of these movements, one 
called the Anti-German League and 
the other the British Patriotic League. 
The Anti-German League aims to get 
signatures to this promise: — 

“We, the undersigned, agree to- 
gether to use our best efforts to com- 
bat German trade and influence in 
Great Britain and undertake to em- 
ploy no German labor in our offices 
or homes, nor handle, knowingly, any- 
thing which is of German make or or!i- 
gin. We will deal with no shops, 
banks or hotels where German labor 
is employed or German goods sold.” 

These movements have little press 
report. The following comment is 
made on them in the Weekly Dis- 
patch: 

“It ia, of course, all very foolish, but 
the deplorable thing about this league 
is that the promoters conscientiously 
believe they are serving a great pub- 
lic purpose, whereas they are doing 
nothing more and certainly nothing 
less than bringing ridicule on the 
country. If they were not so terribly 
serious and were not so full of new- 
born German hatred they would see to 
what absurdities they commit their 
intending members. 

“The whole thing is an outrage on 
common sense and on national dignity. 
We want no anti-German leagues or 
leagues to prevent Englishmen from 
doing business with or talking to Ger- 
mans. We want leagues to get sol- 
dierg to defeat Germany, crush Prus- 
sian militarism and allow the subdued 
common sense and humanity of the 
German nation to reassert itself. We 
want leagues to accentuate the mag- 
nificent impression made by the 
King’s example in banning the con- 
sumption of wine, spirits and beer in 
the royal residences. We want leagues 
to encourage the workmen in our am- 
munition factories to increase their 
output, leagues ‘to deepen the national! 
efficiency for the pergase of the war 
on which our whole future depends.’ 


FRENCH FINANCE 
IN GOOD SHAPE. 


ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. 

PARIS, May 14, 8:30 p.m-—Alexan- 
Gre Ribot, French Minister of 
Finance, speaking in the Senate to- 
Gay on the bill extending the issue 
of bonds, discussed the 
country’s finances and at the conclu- 
sion of his address the bill was passed. 
He issued a statement which, he sald, 
gave full light on the nation’s finances. 

“The treasury bonds issued to April 
80.” M. Ribot said, “amounted to 
4,337,000,000 francs ($867,400,000.) 
Adding the ordinary treasury bonds 
and the bonds issued abroad, the to- 
tal amounts to five billion francs. The 
country’s reserves are far from be- 
ing exhausted. 

“We will continue to the end. We 
will conquer the difficulties provided 
the ministers understand that ¢x- 
Penditures cannot be increased with- 
out absolute necessity. One Dillion 
and a half france ($300,000,000) in 
treasury bonds will be discounted by 
the British treasury for we are ob- 
liged to Import from abroad raw ma- 
terial and manufactured articles.” 

M. Ribot explained the financtal 
agreement with Great Bri- 
tain. That government, he said, was 
able to maintain the rate of exchange 
with the United States easier than 
France.

WAR VETERANS 
ARE FOR PEACE. 


Verdict of Men Who Fought 
Against the Spanish, 


Motto, “Stand by President,” 
is Echoed by Leaders. 


Reluctant to See Americans 
Forced into a Conflict. 


(BY DIRECT WIRB—EXCLOUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, May 14.—Peace talk—decla- 
rations that the United States should 
not be dragged into the world cata- 
clysm because of the Lusitania trag- 
edy—came from an unexpected source 
today.

PEACE MOVEMENT LAUNCHED 
BY CONGRESS OF AMERICANS. 


With Obligatory Arbitration as 
Their Aim, Promoters of the Idea 
Say the Formation of an Interna- 
tional Tribunal of Justice will 
Solve All Problems of War. 


(SY A. NIGHT WIRE) 
CLEVELAND (0.) May 14.—The 
World Court Congress held its con- 
cluding session here tonight with its 
delegates expressing the opinion that 
the latest movement toward world 
peace, as expressed in the congress’ 
idea of an international court of jus- 
tice, has been launched toward a con- 
clusion that is bound to be success- 
ful. 

“There are many who are in- 
clined to believe the movement 
visionary,”’ gaid John Hays Hammond, 
chairman. “These do not comprehend 


the information at the disposal of 
the men fostering the idea of a world 
court which will have a ‘punch’ be- 
cause it will make arbitration obliga- 
tory and not optional. 

“While the congress has been in 
session, we have received pledges of 
intended support to our plan from 
individuals and organizations all over 
the country. It is certain that public 
opinion in the United States will 
crystalize speedily into a determina- 
tion that will make this country a 
leading signatory to a league of na- 


tions.” 
FUTURE PLANS. 


The future plans of the congress 
were outlined in an address late this 
afternoon by Prof. Jeremiah W. 
Jenks. They include: 

The winning over of public opinion 
in thie country and abroad through 
the press and through the holding of 
conventions and canferences. 

The formation of a committee to 
secure action pledging this country to 
the plan for a world court of justice.

LEVEE OF SEVEN MILES. 
The work consists of filling in 
about five miles of levee which will

The filling 
stops at a point in Mexico about seven 
and a half miles north of the Mexi- 
can boundary line, where there still 
remains standing in the river a large 
section of a railroad trestie that was 
built by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, but which was wrecked by the 
river shortly after its completion 
eight years ago. When it comes to 
going on a canter, tearing things up 
and wrecking everything in its path,

With this tremendous dumpage of 
rock along the river, additional safety 
is assured the occupants of the Im- 
perial Valley. The levees are made 
more secure at such points as were 
recently considered unsafe. This five 
miles of new bulwark is regarded as 
abou best of the sort introduced 
in such work tn the Southwest in late 
years. Yet the men who give such 
matters, attention, insist that there is 
considerable more of it to be done 
before the situation will be satisfac- 
tory and comparatively permanent. 
Further ald is expected from the 
government in co-operation with the 
Imperial settlers. Common gossip 
hereabouts is to the effect that Uncle 
Sam need not look in a hurry to the 
Southern Pacific Company to assist 
in such work, for the gossips have it 
that the Southern Pacific officials 
haven't quite forgotten that the gov- 
ernment still owes it for the reclama- 
tion work done at the behest of one 
T. Roosevelt when the checking of 
the wild Colorado was a big man’s 
job, at the time of the Salton Basin 
disaster.

TRENCH WARFARE DISEASES. 


Many New Ailments are Developed 

by the Men at the Front, Mainly 

Because of the Want of Exercise. 

{Manchester Guardian:] ‘Trench 
warfare has produced a special! set of 
diseases, of which frostbite is the best 
known. Up to January 24 there were 
nearly 10,000 cases in the British 
army alone, and so serious is this ail- 
ment that it is calculated that half of 
the sufferers will not return to the fir- 
ing line. An interesting point brought 
out recently by Dr. B. King Brown in 
a lecture at the Institute of Hygiene 
was that the disease was not really 
frostbite at all. It is not caused by 
frost, but by continual moderate cold 
combined with wind and wet, and by 
tight boots and puttees restricting cir- 
culation in the legs. The fact that the 
soldiers in the firing line cannot get 
exercise has much to do with it. The 
medical papers are continually trying 
to find a proper name for it, the vart- 
ations - including “trench foot,” 
“chilled foot” and “water bite.” It 
seems to be more an exaggerated form 
of chilblain than anything else. The 
army medica] department has now is- 
sued special instructions to the sol- 
diers advising looser lacing of boots 
and rubbing the feet and legs with 
animal grease. Many ingenious devices 
are being tried for keeping the feet 
dry in the trenches. The Japanese use 
mulberry leaves, and in the British 
army many soldiers are now supplied 
with “waders” made of fiber and worn 
over the socks. Dr. King Brown de- 
scribed the useful invention of Prof. 
Delepine of Manchester, which consists 
of a roomy stocking or bag of China silk 
steeped in linseed oll and worn as a 
layer between two pairs of socks. This 
stocking is quite watertight and a non- 
conducting protection nat cold. It 
is significant that the hiand regi- 
ments, with their more hygienic cloth- 
ing, suffer hardly at all from “frost- 
bite.” Recently an experiment was 
made and it was found that in a 
trench where there were 600 soldiers 
in puttees and 500 Highlanders there 
were 200 cases of bite’’ among 
the English soldiers"“and only three 
among the Highlanders. It should, 
perhaps, be added that the authority 
for the story was a Highlander. 


The Teleacribe. 

{Youth’s Companion:] Thomas A. 
Edison has invented a machine that 
has been named the “telescribe.” It 
combines the dictograph with a tele- 
phone-recording device. There is a 
small. electric motor operated from 
the regular lighting circuit, and driv- 
ing at constant speed a revolving bar- 
rel that carries a phonograph 
cylinder, and a microrecorder that 
fite over the cylinder and is con- 
nected by wire with a telephone-ex- 
tension box. To make a record of 
a telephone conversation, it is neces- 
sary only to remove the receiver of 
the regular desk telephone from its 
hook and place it In the soéket of the 
telescribe, take up a small receiver 
that is part of the telescribe and give 
a call to the exchange. The dictating 
machine can be both started and 
stopped by two small buttons—an ar- 
rangement that does away with the 
use of the wax cylinder during @ pause 
bin the conversation. Both sides of 
the telephone conversation are re- 
corded, and so is the voice of the 
operator at “central,” who makes 
the connection. It ts believed that 
the telescribe will make the telephone 
more useful in business. After a con- 
versation the dictator can turn to his 
dictating machine and confirm the 
message in every detail.

UTCH WORKERS 
FOR THE NATION. 


SOCIALISTS GIVE NO SUPPORT 
TO INTERNATIONALISM, 


THE HAGUE (Netherlands) April 
30.—Internationalism as far as Dutch 
Socialists are concerned received no 
support at the recent congress of the 
Netherlands Social-Democratic party 
at Arnhem, where in face of the 


the party declared by a large ma- 
jority in favor of patriotism and na- 
tional spirit. 

Pieter Jellies Troelestra, who may be 
regarded as the Socialistic dictator of 
Holland, once more proved his abso- 
lute mastery by converting to his point 
of view a congress which had met to 
denounce him for his action in the 
war, when Holland decided to 
mobilize its forces in order to pre- 
serve its territory from violation. This 
ttalented member of the lower house 
of the Dutch Parliament. with his 
silver-tongued oratory, overcame all 
opposition and carried his audience 
with him. He had been attacked by 
R. Kuyper, a skilled speaker and bril- 
liant writer, on account of his vote 
and everyone present was 

for a spirited contest. 

Troelstra rose and soon had the en- 
tire audience with him. He fixed 
his hearers with his steely eyes and 
as he spoke his features were full of 
expression, while all his gestures were 
rightly timed. Sometimes his words 
crashed out like sledge-hammer 
blows and then again his voice be- 
came almost sweet. He held his 
listeners entranced when he told them 
he had developed from the anarchy 
of internationalism into the socialism 
of nationalism. When he hed con- 
cluded he was given a general ova- 
tion and he had won the day for 
patriotism. 

Kuyper, the academic disciple of 
Karl Marx, recognized the reality of 
the national spirit, but considered it 
not worth fighting for. 

The practical result of the congress 
was the passing of a resolution. de- 
claring the interests of the working 
classes to be identical with those of 
the nation and calling for the main- 
tenance of its neutrality and inde- 
pendence by every available means. A 
free hand was given to Troelstra to 
act in this sense as a member of 
Parliament while the present crisis

GIVEN, LENIENCY. 


OTHERS POUR OOIN INTO 
CITY’S COFFERS, 


Of the 130 transgressors of the 
traffic laws who appeared in Police 
Court yesterday, but one had a meri- 
torious plea for leniency, in the opin- 
ion of Police Judge Richardson, who 
presided. 

That case involved A. D. Douglas, 
19 years old, who was arrested by 
Motorcycle Policeman Robinson at 
Moneta avenue and Jefferson street 
Thursday. Yesterday he passed the 
same corner, and as he turned to see 
if the speed cops were after him 
again, his machine skidded and his 
right arm was broken in the fall. 

With the odor and dressing of the 
surgery in fresh evidence, he entered 
a plea for leniency. 

“I'm going to be out of work sev- 
eral weeks, judge, on account of this, 
and I haven't much money, and I 
surely would like to get a suspended 
sentence.” 

“You are the first person I have 
ever known to have a legitimate ex- 
cuse for suspension of sentence,” said 
Police Judge Richardson, and he at 
once suspended the fine of $25 im- 
posed on all persons pleading guilty 
to having exceeded the speed laws. 

Others of the throng called to the 
bar gave reasons why their machines 
were within forbidden bounds, why 
they remained on the street longer 
than privileged by ordinances, why 
this and why that.

Pillars of the Structure are Num- 
bered, a Circumstance taken Advan- 
tage of by Crooks and Sweethearts. 
{New York Sun:] Each of the 

columns supporting the elevated rall- 
roads in the city fa numbered. There 
are any number of stories related by 
the elevated railroad workmen hav- 
ing for their starting point these num- 
bered uprights. 

Whenever there is something to be 
done to a particular pillar or the su- 
per-structure near a particular pillar 
notice is sent to the proper fore- 
man that such and seu a thing is 
to be done at pillar No. So and Bo. 
The foremen have in their memoran- 
dum books the exact location of all 
the pillars and when orders are re- 
ceived for work they do not bother 
figuring out at what street the pillar 
is located. The number of the pillar 
is run down and the nearest street is 
shown. 

One of the stories about the pfllars

WOOLWINE'S ADDRESS. 


Dist.-Atty. Woolwine said in part: 

I have been charged, by inference, 
with being a party to a frame-up, if 
I have not been charged directly. 

My friends, when I ran for the of- 
fice of District Attorney I told the 
people that they would have an equal 
law enforcement. I told them that no 
man within the confines of the county 
of Los Angeles should be above the 
law, and, my friends, when I said 
that, I meant it; I mean it now. Why 
should I stop in this case? Who in the 
name of common sense is a party to 
this frame-up? Why, my friends, the 
Serkin case didn’t come to the atten- 
tion of the District Attorney until 
March 27. It was April 6 before an 
indictment Was returned and before 
an indictment was returned Mrs. Pratt 
herself was called before that d 
jury, and Billy Matuskiwia. we 
had been trying to injure somebody's 
reputation we could have even filed a 
complaint. Do you know who those 
grand jurors are? Why, they were 
selected in another term and not in 
my term at all. Those men Were se- 
lected before I went into office. 

This is not my charge; 1 am not 
charging any human being with be- 
ing guilty of anything; that is my po- 
sition, and the grand jury of nineteen 
citizens of this county make i the 
charge and it Becomes my duty to 
prosecute it, and why shouldn't 1? 
Who is this man above the humblest 
citizen in the land? My friends, this 
is America, we are living in. If you 
think you have elected a District At- 
torney Whose face will blanch afd who 
will lie down and be a good dog be- 
fore the powerful and the influential 
of this county, I am not the man—I 
am not that kind of a man. Talk 
about the animosity and venom in my 
heart. Why, my friends, I have never 
looked into the face of a man charged 
with crime that I don’t feel like say- 
ing, “Go forth, my brother, and sin 
no more. I don't want to prosecute 
you.” Mine is a grievous and solemn 
task; there is no Joy in it. I aid not 
want to prosecute Charlies E. 
tian. You think it is a pleasant duty 
to carry out a thing of that sort? 
But | feel no more sympathy for him 
than I do for the humbiest citizen 
of this land. 

I tell you, I felt lke telling people 
to go forth and sin no more. There 
are two 4rimes in the category that 
direct my attention in another way. 
I have sympathy for any man accused 
of erime, because we all have our 
weaknesses. I have mine; you have 
yours, but, my friends, when a man 
attacks the virtue of a young giri or 
murders in cold blood it tests my pa- 
tience. I don’t feel that sympathy 
because my heart goes out to the 
young girl. 

What has been said about Edith 
Serkin here? Poor little motheriess, 
fatheriess girl. Have you heard any 
talk about her? Now, let us see about 
this proposition of a frame-up. If 
this ise a frame-up, I am guilty; 
& party to the frame-up; I took the 
entire responsibility of presenting the 
matter to the grand jury. Now, let's 
pase on down the line. The grand jury 
of this county has been guilty of a 
frame-up; Judge Wood, the presiding 
judge of Department Ten, is a party 
to it. Now, do you think all these 
gentlemen are going to fix a frame-up 
on a man at a crucial moment like 
that? Why, I knew what would hap- 
pen when he was charged. I could 
have told you what would have hap- 


pened. 

Now, they talk about charging «a 
man at a time when he is running for 
office. Nothing had been done ex- 
cept the filing of a petition. 

My attention has been called to no 
law that gives 4 man immunity sim- 
ply because he has filed a nominating 
petition. How easy it would have 
been for me to have disregarded the 
whole story. Wouldn't it have been 
to my interest, if this man is as popu- 
lar as they make out he is? Wouldn't 
it have been to my interest when Earl 
Rogers came to my office before the 
indictment and told me I might be 
Governor of the State of California if 
I dropped the prosecution? ... 

How easy it would have been for 
‘me not to antagonize power and in- 
fluence: what an easy thing. It 
would have made my political road 
easy. My friends, havé you any con-

law equally? If I could stand here 
and tell you the pressure that has 
been brought to bear on me in the 
last month or two, why, you couldn't 
believe it; it is almost unbelievable; 
but who ever pleads for the little 
man? Who ever raises his voice to 
save the little and obecure man’? Why, 
no one. He is abandoned and alone 
from the streets. Don't you know it

The abomination of desolation reigns su- 
preme on the battlefields of Burope, and 
there is great tribulation such as has not 
been seen since the beginning of the world. 

We in the United States, far from these 
horrors, cannot grasp the extent of the 
frightfulness. As we read our minds refuse 
to take in all the dreadful story; it is more 
terrible than anything the human brain can 
conceive. 

No man can remain unmoved at such a 
time; the most sluggish spirit must wake 
in the face of such immense tribulation. 
While half of the world is raging in this tor- 
rent of terror, the more fortunate half must 
put its house in order, must scrutinize its 
own character, its own morals, its own des- 
tiny. It will be well for us to scrutinize our 
souls and ask ourselves how well we have 
deserved this immunity from the blight of 
war and hate. | 

No sacrificé that this country can make 
will be too great to pay for this immunity. 
Any trials and affronts we are called upon 
to bear are trifling and trumpery by com- 
parison to what we are escaping. Every tn- 
dividual tnhabitant of this country owes a 
prayer of thanksgiving to his God, and 
should take a solemn and individual vow to 
do his share toward restoring the ideals of 
civilization and Christianity to common 
usage. 

We must do more than make a trite pro- 
fession of Christianity; we must live and 
think and breathe Christianity to the best 
of our humble abilities. 


T is AMERICA NOW. 

The war in Burope came with volcanic 
suddenness and fury, and six great nations 
went forth to battle. The sympathy of the 
world was shattered and splintered; the 
people of the earth in every neutral clime 
and country were divided in sentiment. No 


man could know the whole causative truths, | 


could pick veracity from error amid the 
bewildering excuses, explanations, justifica- 
tions given out by each and every belliger- 
ent. 

America, isolated from the zone of strife, 
unentangled by foreign alliances, cautiously 
but. determinedly followed the letter of 
strict neutrality in all official acts and 
statements. Guided by the law of nations, 
America observed every punctilio of her 
obligation to every land. 

But it was natural, and wholly right, that 
naturalized Americans should be fervid in 
their’ sympathy and hopes for whichever 
country was their land of birth. Germans, 
French and English, Russians and Aus- 
trians could not by merely crossing the At- 
lantic obliterate affection for the father- 
land, and we believe them the better Amer- 
leans for the passion which they have 


shown. The man or woman who can look | 


with indifference upon the life-struggle of 
the land of his or her’ birth lacks the char 
acter that makes a good citizen in the land 
of adoption-~ 

As long as America was officially nev- 
tral the division of sentiment among the 
people of America was respected, even ad- 
mired. We of America like the red blood 
of loyalty, for it's closely akin to courage. 
We have welcomed as a brother every wor- 
thy man who came from Burope seeking 
the broader liberties and opportunities of 
this, the New World. In sincerity and with 
no restrictions we have given freely of all 
privileges to those who affirmed the oath 
of allegiance, who voluntarily sought to 
become citizens. But we have expected— 
and those who took the oath of citizenship 
knew that it was expected—that theif first 
and strongest loyalty should be henceforth 
and forever beholden to the Star Spangled 
Banner. 

But now, through an viola- 
tion of the law of nations, the law of hu- 
manity and the law of God, the neutrality 
of America is placed in jeopardy. A crisis 
has thrust América and Germany face to 
face. We cannot retreat one step from the 
righteous position taken by our government 
without irrevocably depreciating our dignity 
and its prerogatives which have made 
American citizenship so valuable and so be- 
sought—and which, be it constantly remem- 
bered, has been given with welcoming hands 


‘to all who came. 


By the mercy of God may this menace of 
conflict vanish! America is a nation of 
peace. We are frankly commercial; in the 
eyes of the more military nations despica- 
bly commercial. We have pursued the in- 
dustries, the conquests of which we are 
proud are those that are bloodless. We 
have placed our faith for protection against 
the potentially aggressive, war-geared na- 
tions in the loyalty and courage of our citt- 
zenship, In Americans of birth and Amer- 
fcans of adoption. And our prayer by day 
and by night has been for peace—universa! 
peace. The glories of war, of the proudest 
war, of the most vanquishing war, are tar- 
nished with blood. The mightiest, impreg- 
nable trenches have not the human value 
of one furrow in a peaceful valley. We 
want peace; want it with the anguish born 
of an inalienable belief that all men are, 
and should be, equal in life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.. War is the mon- 
strous basilisk destroying life, liberty and 
happiness—destroying these precious privi- 
leges guaranteed to every American citt- 
zen, natural or naturalized. And these are 
the constitutional privileges that have 
brought America thousands upon thousands 
and millions of grateful, sterling citizens 
from across the seas. And in turn they

AN UNDER-SEA WIRELESS. 


New Signal Device Whereby Vees- 
sels will Be Able to Learn the Ap- 
proach of Submarines. 

In the American Magazine Cléve- 
land Moffett gives a highly interesting 
account of a remarkable new inven- 
tion made by Prof. R. A. Fessenden. 
It is a submarine signal apparatus, 
which, attached to vessels under the 
water line, enables a ship's officers to 
have exact information as to the pres- 
ence of other ships, icebergs, rocks 
and so on. The effect of the invention 
is to reduce dangers from collisions 
and it is an invention which also prac- 
tically renders ships immune from 
submarine attack in naval warfare. 
In the following extract taken from 
the article appears an account of a 
recent demonstration: 

“A new demonstration of this mod- 
ified oscillator was made in Massachu- 
setts Bay toward the end of Janu- 
1914. An old wooden wrecking 
tug, the Susie D, was equipped with a 
steam turnbine and generator for 
furnishing current to the new oscil- 
lator; also with a derrick and boom 
for lowering the heavy apparatuc into 
the sea. A switchboard was set up on 
deck, and, when everything was ready 
and the weather favorable, the Suisie 
D was moored fast to the Boston light- 
ship at the mouth of the harbor.

“Suddenly a squall and snowstorm 
came up, but the tug pushed on wntil 
they heard the Peaked Hill bell buoy 
sounding on their starboard, and this 
is thirty-one rhiles from the Boston 
lightship. In a whirl of snowflakes they

the Susie D. a little fainter, but quite 
unmistakabk-. Thirty-one mises oy 
water wireless.”

EPRESSION IN 
ARGENTINA. 


EUROPEAN WAR STOPPED MANY 


Could be Secured with Which to 
Complete Any of the Great 
Projects. 


[New York Post:] In considering 
the public utilities situation In South 
and Central America, ag well as in 
Mexico, it ig necessary to bear in 
mind that in no part of the world, 
outside of Europe, did the outbreak 
of war abroad cause more of a 
financial disturbance than in the 
countries south of the Panama Canal. 
Eight months ago the outlook for 
business in Latin America appeared 
promising. 

Then the war broke out. Every- 
where in Europe the money boxes 
were shut tight. Great enterprises, 
such as railroads in construction, dock 
works, irrigation projects, electric 
light works, street car extensions, 
were left where the European war 
found them. New developments of 
any consequence the 
question. 

That the present financial deadlock 
in Latin America is but temporary 
can be taken for granted. The war 
jin Europe is bound to end some time, 
and, as a result, South and Cen- 
tral America will experience a re- 
juvenation of their finances. But no 
other nation in the world, except the 
United States, will for years be able 
to furnish money to needy countries. 
Europe will be unable to loan, no 
matter at what rates of interest. The 
Rothschilds and Barings, and those 
jothers who heretofore served South 


were out of 


| America, will find at home enough to | 


keep them occupied financially with- 
out looking beyond the European 
boundaries. 

What has happened to the National 
Ratlways of Mexico during the revo- 


» lutions of the past years amply illus- 


trates the great rebuilding task con- 
fronting the southern republic when 
peace and order are restored. In the 
‘cities of the northern states of Mexi- 
co the public utilities systems will 
need replenishing before any new en- 
terprises will be thought of. The 
new México will prove a fertile field 
for investment so soon as an authori- 
tative government is established. 
Meanwhile, stockholders in Mexican 
concerns will continue to figure as to 
when dividends will be paid. Regard- 
ing the possibilities of Mexico from 
an investment standpoint. the situa- 
tion is a waiting one, political chaos 
now Dp making it impossible 
to furnish anything more, than 
guesses as to the future. 

Turning from one of the most tur- 
bulent republics of Latin America to 
the most p Argentina of- 
fers a study in contrast which, never< 
theless, has it weak points when it 
is recalled that the Argentine repub- 
lic, like all the rest of the southern 
countries, has been exposed unduly to 
the speculative. The resourtes of this 
republic are wellnight boundless. Its 
wheat fields constitute one of the 
principal food supplies of the world 
today. But Argentina needs capital, 
and the recent loan placed in the 
United States ig merely a drop in the 
bucket of financial requirements. 
With increased immigration, this re- 
public is likely to recuperate quickly, 
and in the leading cities there will be 
plenty of opportunity to assist de- 
velopment where, until recently, Eng- 
land, Germany and France were the 
money purveyors, and now control 
the more important of the public 
utilities. 

The first city in South America to 
adopt underground transit was Bue- 
nos Alres. Its subway system, con- 
trolled by the Anglo-Argentina Tram- 
ways Company, initiated a service a 
little over a year ago which at once 
demonstrated the utility of such a 
means of transportation. 

The capital cf Argentina has 
population of more than 1,600,000. 
Ite growth in recent years has been 
rapid, and congested business streets 
demanded additional facilities. Oper- 
ation of the first two miles of under- 
ground road marked the ge of 
the When completed 
will be eight miles of subway. There 

are four separate lines. The estimat- 


ed ccet of $80,000,000 is expected to 


be considerably exceeded. 

As an illustration of the growth of 
street car traffic in Buenos Alres sta- 
tistics show that In 1901 the surface 
lines carried 125,525,264 passengers; 
in 1910 this traffic had increased to 
323.640,637. When opened the subway 
trains covering the two miles car- 
ried 75,000 daily. 

The concession for the under- 
ground transit of Buenos Alires was 
granted to the Anglic-Argentina tram. 
ways, which also operates the surface 
lines of the city. Street car service 
was inaugurated in Buenos Alres in 
1868, when horses drew the cars 
along Calle Lima from Moreno to 
Plaza Constitucion and back. This 
system continued with slight patron- 
age for a year or so. Abcut 1869 
other lines made their appearance

[Popular Mg@chanics:}] When the 
Pennsylvania, the biggest warship 
ever built in America, slid off the 
ways at Newport News on March 
and ficated safely in the waters o 
the James River, the huge  craf 
passed successfully through the most 
critica] stage of its construction—the 
launching. In an itllustrated article 
appearing in the May number of 
Popular Mechanics Magazine, J. Cros- 
by McCarthy says: 

“To slide a steel structure as big as 
a thirty-story office building down- 
hill into the water and have it ar- 
rive right side up without damage é# 
a big job, even in these days of big 
achievements. The buillders of the 
Pennsylvania risked nearly $7,000,000 
worth of material and labcr when 
the launching triggers were released. 
The outcome depended on the cor- 
rectness of calculations made before 
the big fighting ship's keel ~ras laid 
on the blocks, for before the first 
construction work on a ship is begun 
the preparations for its launching 
must be started. It is comparatively 
easy to build a ship on land, but to 
get it into the water ie another mat- 
ter, ag Robinson Crusoe discovered 
after working seven years to con- 
struct a boat which, when finished, 
proved so big that he could net 
launch it. After the Great Hastern, 
for forty-three years the largest ship 
in the werld, was bullt in 1868, ft

SHIELD FOR FIREMEN. . 


Ingenious Nozzle Which Throws a 
Spray of Water in Front of the 
Hosemen. 


[Pittsburgh Gazette-Times:] Bor- 
rowing an idea from ancient fighting 
methods, the up-to-date fireman now 
attacks the enemy armed with an in- 


penetrabie shield. The nozzles used 
on the fire hose are so constructed 
that a turn throws the water out at 
right angles forming a circular shield 
of water. The heat of the fiercest fire 
cannot penetrate this aqueous curtain 
and the firemen can approach the 
flames and take up an advantageous 
position in comparative safety. 

The nozzle throws a large stream of 
water forward besides forming the 
shield. The diameter of the shield 
may be enlarged indefinitely. thus 
forming a guard against the emoke as 
well as the flames and permitting the 
fre fighter to enter burning bulldings 
which otherwise would be impossible. 

A gtfeat improvement has been 
made recently in the gun weéd for 
throwing life lines. A “bullet” car- 
ries a light line which can now be 
thrown to the roofs of the highest 
buildings. This rope is made of 
asbestos and is, therefore, fireproof.

EARLY CHINESE ASTRONOMERS. 


When an Eclipse of the Sun Oc- 
curred Without Prediction Observers 
Were Punighed for Negiect of Duty. 
[Scientific American: Messrs. 
Hirayama and Ogura have published 
in the proceedings of the Tokio 
Mathematico-Physical Soctety the re- 
sults of their attempts to fix the dates 
of some early eclipses recorded in Chi- 


tioned in one of the books of the Shu 
Ching, where it is recorded that in the 
reign of Chung Kang, the fourth Em- 
peror of the Hsia dynasty, there oc- 
curred an eclipse of the sun which 
had not been predicted by the as- 
tronomers, who were alleged to have 
been drunk and to have neglected their 
duties.
